BOARD OF GOVERNORS 
TO OPEN MEETINGS 


At its meeting on June 5 the Board of 
Governors decided that effective July 1, 
members of the University community and 
representatives of the media could attend 
its meetings as observers, subject to 
limitations of space, good conduct, and special 
considerations of confidentiality. 


The General Faculties Council has held 
open meetings since November, 1968, and 
the Senate since February, 1969. 


Representatives of the faculty, the 
Association of the Academic Staff of The 
University of Alberta, the Students’ Union, 
the Graduate Students’ Association, the 
Senate, the Alumni, the Non-Academic Staff 
Association, the Universities Commission, 
and representatives of the media will be able 
to attend the non-confidential portions 
of Board meetings to the limit of 
accommodation, some 20 seats. 


Certain portions, such as discipline, 
promotions, appeals, staff changes, and 
appointments, of Board meetings will remain 
confidential. Meetings of Board finance, 
investment, building, and executive committees 
also will remain closed. 


Admission of observers will be on a pass 
basis, obtainable through the secretary of 
the various constituent groups for 
representatives of the University community 
and through the Public Relations Office for 
media representatives. 


The first open meeting will be held 
Friday, July 3. 


BOARD OF GOVERNORS MINUTES 


The following extracts from the minutes 
of the Board of Governors’ meeting held on 
June 5, 1970, are provided by JOHN NICOL, 
Secretary to the Board. 

Capital Budget. The Board adopted the 
Capital Budget for 1970-71 for a total of 
$22,985,800. 

Community Services on Campus. The Board 
amended the present policy against the 
provision of community services on campus 
by private enterprise so as to entertain 
specific proposals for such installations in 
conjunction with project programs, each 
proposal to be considered on its own merit.

Open Meetings of the Board of Governors. 
The Board adopted rules of procedure 
for open meetings of the Board as guidelines 
for the next meeting on July 3, 1970. 

Faculty Handbook. The Board approved 
the following amendments to the Faculty 
Handbook: That the sentence “It does not 
alter recommendations in individual cases.” 
be deleted from Section 111.2, line 10. That 
the word “appeal” be deleted and the 
word “challenge” substituted in Section 111.6, 
line 4. 

Affiliation Agreement with Le College 
St.-Jean d’Edmonton. The Board approved in 
principle the Consolidation of Draft 
Agreements between The University of 
Alberta and Le College St.-Jean d’Edmonton 
dated March 18, 1970, and referred it to 
the Universities Commission for approval, 
and to the University’s solicitors for the 
preparation of a formal document. 

Forest Sciences Program. The Board 
approved the proposal of the Faculty of 
Agriculture for a Forest Sciences Program, 
without a commitment for additional funds 
or space; and that it now be forwarded 
to the Universities Commission for approval. 

Master of Visual Arts Program. The Board 
approved the proposal of the Department 
of Art for a Master of Visual Arts Program, 
without a commitment for additional funds 
or space; and that it now be forwarded 
to the Universities Commission for approval. 

The Administration of Research Grants 
and University Trust Funds. The Board 
approved the application of the following 
procedures and policies to all research grants 
and trust funds administered by the 
University. This includes general revenues 
for capital and operating accounts, special 
funds received for the research work of 
members of the academic staff, and 
contributions held in trust for special 
purposes. As Research and Trust Accounts 
now number in the thousands, it is not 
possible to administer them under a multitude 
of different types of regulations. 

The Purchasing Department may not act 
to place purchase orders, or enter into 
contracts, until purchase requisitions have 
been approved for funds by the Budget 
Control Division in the Comptroller’s Office. 
Requisitions received in the Purchasing 
Department are sent immediately to the 
Budget Control Division. The Budget Control 
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Officer approves those requisitions for which 
funds are available and releases them to 

the Purchasing Department. Those that 
overspend appropriations or available funds 
are returned to the requisitioners marked 
“funds fully expended.” Research Directors 
(grantees) will be held personally responsible 
for all salary or other expenditure 
commitments which are made in excess of the 
special funds which have been made available 
for their research work. 


Purchase orders may not be issued or 
contracts entered into for supplies, equipment, 
or services for which appropriations have 
not already been approved, or for which the 
funds are not already on hand in the case 
of Research or Trust Accounts. (Exceptions 
may be made in the case of Research 
Accounts where annual Notifications of 
Awards or copies of fully executed contracts 
are in hand.) 


It is the responsibility of departments to 
budget for anticipated expenditures for 
supplies and sundries, equipment replacements, 
capital equipment or furnishings or other 
items. Departmental expenditures must be in 
accordance with the budget classifications 
and cannot exceed the amounts provided. 
Some provision is made for revision of 
budgets and, in the case of unforseen 
expenditures of an emergent nature, for the 
increase of appropriations, by the submission 
of Budget Change Request forms to the 
appropriate Dean, Director, or Vice-President. 
Transfers between operating account and 
capital account are not permissible.

AYERST AWARD FOR BIOCHEMIST 


CYRIL M. KAY, Professor of Biochemistry, 
has been awarded the Canadian Biochemical 
Society’s Ayerst Award for 1970. The 
award carries with it a cash prize of $1,000. 
A previous winner, in 1968, was J. FRANK 
HENDERSON of the McEachern Cancer 
Research Laboratory and the Biochemistry 
Department of The University of Alberta. 
The award has been presented only three times 
since it was established in 1965. 


Priorities for Capital Projects, 1970-1976 


The following is a report of the University 
Planning Committee dated June 19, 1970, 
to General Faculties Council. It will be 
received by the General Faculties Council at 
its next meeting, but is published now at 
the request of the Committee for the 
information of all members of the University 
community. 


The University Planning Committee met 
regularly during the 1969-70 session to 
consider priorities for requested facilities, 
programs, and space and to make 
recommendations to General Faculties Council 
and to the Finance and Building Committees 
of the Board of Governors. 


This report is concerned specifically 
with sessions held on June 16 and 19, 1970, 
to establish a priority list of capital building 
projects for 1970 to 1976, and with certain 
preliminary meetings leading up to these 
sessions. The recommendations resulting are 
for consideration by the Building Committee 
of the Board of Governors. 


LIMITING FACTORS 


The Committee had to consider the effect 
of the following limitations on its priority 
discussions: 


(1) The official University policy is to 
restrict planning to the requirements of 
Academic Plan 8. Some faculties and schools, 
however, have grown already beyond 
Academic Plan 8. Academic Plan 9 is still 
being developed, and some faculties will be 
affected within the five-year planning period 
by limitations on enrolment and by the 
opening of a new university in the Edmonton 
area. While the space allocation in Academic 
Plan 8 was used as the major criterion, 
some consideration was given to requirements 
beyond the Plan in the specific cases of Arts 
and Law. 


(2) The current five-year capital budget 
period ending 1971-72 requires a commitment 
of funds for planned projects in excess of 
the allotment from government sources, to 
the extent of approximately 15 million dollars. 
Funds from the 3AU Campaign will not 
be sufficient to bridge the gap. No 
information is available yet on government 
funds for the next five-year period. 


(3) Uncertainty surrounds the financing 
and the timing of site clearance for the 
University components in the Health Sciences 
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Centre. Basic Medical Sciences I and II 
and the Centre Building will be the only 
University components which can be 
constructed within the five-year period. 
However, reconsideration can be given to 
these questions in due course. 


PROCEDURES AND DECISIONS 

(1) The Committee agreed that projects 
which had received priority listing in 1969 
and to which Prime Consultants have been 
appointed would not be reviewed. This 
decision confirmed from the 1969 priority 
list the following “new commitments”: 


Business Administration and Commerce 
Agriculture 2—I 
Household Economics II 


(2) The Committee then reviewed the 
remaining projects on the 1969 list together 
with other major proposals which had been 
presented (see Schedule A). The criteria 
which the Committee had adopted and which 
had been approved by General Faculties 
Council were applied to this list and resulted 
in a short list of nine buildings. In doing 
so, the Committee made the following 
related decisions: 


(a) The decision that the School of 
Library Science should be accommodated 
in Rutherford Library I was re-affirmed. 


(b) The request for a separate building 
for Radio and Television was deferred for 
further study as to alternatives; $400,000 
is being held in the 1970-71 Contingency 
Fund for equipment. 


(c) It was agreed that the Committee 
would recommend the construction 

of 13,875 net sq. ft., at an adjusted cost 
of $425,000 for space in the Students’ 
Union Building expansion. This space is to 
be University administration space for 
allocation in due course, and not 
necessarily designated exclusively for 
Manpower and Student Counselling as 
was proposed. The request for the 
Bookstore expansion was deferred pending 
further study. 


(d) A commitment exists for the provision 
of funds for the University component 
of the Health Sciences Centre—Centre 
Building.

(e) Because of the development of 
Academic Plan 9 and the uncertainty with 
respect to the Health Sciences Centre 

it was decided that some money should be 
held in reserve in the later years of 

the five-year program. 


(f) The Committee agreed that provision 
for space for the Centre for Study of 
Mental Retardation will be added to 
Education 2—II. 


(3) The Committee ranked the nine 
projects on the short list in the following 
order: 

Education 2—II 

Basic Medical Sciences II 

Library II 

Physical Sciences 2—I 

Fine Arts IJ 

Engineering 2—III 

Arts 2—II 

University Services Building 

Law II 


(4) The Committee re-affirmed its position 
that the first years of the five-year program 
will be relatively firm, but that later years 
may be revised from year to year as 
needs and resources change and as Academic 
Plan 9 is developed. 


(5) The Committee examined also a list 
of smaller projects for possible inclusion 
in the 1970-71 and 1971-72 Special Projects 
and Contingency Funds. It recommended 
approval of the following items to be added 
to those already approved. 


1970-71 
Day Care Centre $85,000 
Riverbank property 9,500 
SUB Expansion 150,000 
(Administration space) 
1971-72 
SUB Expansion $275,000 


(Administration space) 


(6) Consideration was given to several 
projects for major renovations of buildings on 
campus. The Committee decided that these 
requests should be dealt with separately in 
due course when the next five-year capital 
budget is known, and that efforts would 
be made to budget separately for a phased 
renovation program. It will be possible 
under such a program to improve and expand 
facilities available to the Faculties of 
Dentistry, Pharmacy, and the School of Dental 
Hygiene pending construction of their new 
buildings. 


(7) As a result of the decisions given 
above, a proposed five-year capital 
expenditure program was established and 
approved by the Committee (Schedule B1).
